LOCAL OPTION LOSES BY 1-2 VOTE 
IN CENTERVILLE LIQUOR FIGHT 


Temperance Men Make Mistake in 
Computing Returns and Are 


Denied Place on Ballots. 
The local option battle in East St. 
Louls and Centerville Station Town- 
ship is over. The temperance ques- 


tion was denied a place on the ballots 
of Centerville Station Thursday morn- 
ing by a margin of half a vote, by 
Town Clerk Dan Koenigstein. 

A mistake made by the temperance 
workers, in computing the number of 
voters in the township, was respons- 
ible for their defeat. They counted 
the list of township voters at 592 in 
the county records at Belleville. This 
number of votes was cast at the gen- 
eral election in 19906. This would re- 
quire 148 signatures to the local op- 
tion petition. When the petition was 
filed it contained 217 names. 

The township election of the spring 
of 1907, in which 866 votes were cast, 
was overlooked. The records of this 
election were not sent to the county 
records, but were kept in Town Clerk 
Koenigstein’s office. From this num- 
ber 216% votes would be required to 
make the 25 per cent on the petition. 

By objecting to the name of one 
man who had lived in Illinois one 
year on March 18, but who signed the 
petition Feb. 4, and was not a legal 
voter at that time, the brewery in- 











terests reduced the number of names 
on the petition to 216. That left the 
petition just half a vote too small.

SIKES DENIES CHARGES 





Factory Inspector Tells Why 


Unregulated Bread Facto- 
ries Menace Health. 





The commitriee of the City Council to 
which was referred the ordinance pro- 
viding for city inspection of bakeries, 
will report Friday against the passage 
of the ordinance. The committee de- 
fends its position on the ground that the 
provisions of the ordinance requiring 
bakeries to go before the Board of 
Health every three months for medical 
examination is class legislation and 
therefore unconstitutional. 

Jesse W. Sikes, State .actory Inspec- 
tor, says of this contention of the com- 


mittee: 
Sikes Calls It “Ridiculous,” 

“Tt is ridiculous to say that it is class 
legislation. The law requires barbers to 
be examined and they must be in gooc 
health and the instruments with which 
they work must be clean. 

“The Appellate Courts have declar-d 
that this law is constitutional and thet 
it is a good law and necessary to the 
pubile welfare and health. The law also 
requires the inspection of abbatoirs and 
of dairies and milk houses and butier 


factories. 

“The bakers who have their places in 
underground holes contend that the city 
has no right te inspect them when it 
does not inspect grocers and butchers. 
But there is a difference. A man can 
see the butcher or the grocer from 
whom he buys. 

“But he cannot see the baker who 
mixes his bread, unless he sits up all 
night, because these bakeries work only 
at night, and the bakeries we are after 
are in underground places, where no 
man could find them without a long 
search. 

Good Bakeshops Are Ratproof. 

“The bakers object to the ordinance 
because it provides that cats and dogs 
must be kept out of places where bread 
is made. The bakers say it is necessary 


to have cats around to keep out the 
rats. But we reply that the better 
class of bakeries do not have cats be- 
cause their plants are built in a sani- 
tary way and rat proof. 
“Most of these bakeries against 
which we are trying to legislate are be- 
neath groceries, where dust and dirt 
from the floor above sifts all day down 
into the flour and dough and where 
seepage from sewers Keeps the floor 
damp and unhealthy. 
‘We have found cats sleeping among 
loaves and we found a cat 
with a litter of kittens ins a_ barrel 
half filled with flour. These are the 
things the ordinance is aimed against. 
A man can see if these conditions exist 
in his grocery or butcher shop and he 
can cease to trade there. But he cannot 
see it in a bakery that he never heard 
of.

Talks of Influence of Diseases. 
“No baker who is clean in his per- 
son and in his shop need fear the re- 
sults of a law that would require him 
and his shop to be inspected. A baker 
who is diseased or who has a dirty 
shop is not fit to be making bread for 
other folks to eat. Those are the men 
who are objecting to this ordinance, and 
they seem to have had enough influ- 
ence with the Council Committee to 

prejudice it against the ordinance.”

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KILLING THE CLEAN BAKERY BILL. 

No feature of the bill for the improvement of 
sanitary conditions in St. Louis bakeries is of 
more importance to public health than that which 
provides for the medical examination of employes 
once in three months. 

If the City Council shall now eliminate that 
provision the whole measure will fail, for the. 
House of Delegates will not have time to act 
upon the amended bill at its present session. 

The essence of all legislation of this character 
recently attempted by nation, states or cities has 
been the assurance of physical health as well as 
cleanliness on the part of men and women en- 
gaged in the handling of food products. This 
can be had only by frequent and efficfent medical 
examination. 

It is objected in this case that medical examina- 
- tions would humiliate the bakers and result in a 
scarcity of labor. There can be no uncertainty 

as to’ the meaning of such a contention. Men 
who have no reason to fear a medical exdmina- 
tion will not absent themselves from thei? work 
on that account. If a provision so wise and so 
necessary as this is known to be will cause a 
siampede among the bakers, the people may 
easily imagine the reason. 

The bakery inspection bill as passed by the 
House meets and aims to correct a shocking 
condition of affairs in the small bakeries which 
was fully set forth in the Post-Dispatch some 
time ago. No such excuse as that now offered 
will justify its emasculation by the Council. 
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IS THE SCHOOL BOARD-AN APT AGENT? 

The St. Louis Board of Education, a body ofthe 
highest excellence in many respects, possesses one 
singular distinction which it is in danger of los- 
ing, should it pergist in a ccurse contrary to rea- 
sonable public demands. 

There has been some just pride in the Board 
over the fact that in academic discussions of 
raunicipal problems elsewhere it has been fre- 
quently pointed to as a model body illustrating 
the advantages of government by commission. It 
is in effect a commission delegated to govern a 
system, and employing experts and specialists to 
execute ite policies and purposes. It has proved 
satisfactory because it was organized for ready 
and efficient service, but mainly because as a 
direct agent of popular government it responded 
immediately to lawful authority and public neces- 
~ pities. . 

Whenever it ceases to be an agent responsible 
and promptly responsive to the people, then it 
must cease to be a model governing body. The 
servant's usefulness comes to an end when he gets 
at odds with his master. 

The School Board cannot too soon readjust its 
relation to the public, its master, in St. Louis. 
If it has permitted itself to be put in a false posi- 
tion it should the more readily show compliance 
to the dominant power. 

The availability of a board to carry on the af- 
fairs of the school system in St. Louis should not 
be permitted to become an issue at a time when 
@ new charter and new modes and agencies of 
municipal government are under consideration by 
the city. Rather the School Board ought emphat- 
ically to demonstrate its fitness and aptness for 
its function. 
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DRURY LANE BURNS AGAIN. 

That ancient landmark of English drama, Drury 
Lane Theater, has suffered destruction by fire for 
the fourth time in its history that dates back to 
1668 and Dryden’s day. In the nature of things 
of course it will be promptly rebuilt. 

Drury Lane, with its phenix-like propensity to 
reappear out of its ashes, was and is the reposi- 
tory, so to speak, of much that is historic, and: 
most of what is traditional in the English drama.

That the reéent visit of Western business,men 
tc Washington had a. quieting effect upon the 
executive department of the Government is made 
plain by the improved tone and temper of the 
latest special message to Congress. 

In the delegation which called upon the Presi- 
dent to urge a cessation of denunciation were 
several distinguished bankers from St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and Kansas City. Chicago is known to have 
some undesirable citizens, and so the probability 
is that the gentlemen from St. Louis and Kansas 
City, more particularly those from St. Louis, 
exerted the influence which produced such good 
results at Washington. 

The success of St. Louisans in this enterprise 
should embolden them in every future emergency 
where counsel, caution and conservatism may 
seem to be called for. New York and Chicago 
fill too much space in the public eye. No doubt 
they need a great deal of regulation. No doubt 
also they deserve frequent chastisement. But 
after all is said and done they are small] parts 
of the United States, and neither the Pr¢sident 
ror Congress can profitably be engaged with 
them at all times. 

It is a fortunate thing for tho country that it 
possesses in St. Louis a city of the first class 
vhich illustrates the many excellencies of Ameri- 
can enterprise and citizenship with few of the 
propensities which in other places have brought 
reproach upon the republic. St. Louis has men 
of great energy and wealth, but so far as is 
known there is not one malefactor among them. 
When they appear at the National Capital tc 
urge action or to criticise a policy it is patent 
that they speak from no selfish motive. They 
are truly representative of the best in American 
lite and industry. 

The President did well to heed advice coming 
from such a source. His message is temperate 
and to the point. No one is likely to misunder- 
stand it. He states his case plainly. He recom- 
mends legislation of importance without extrav- 
agance of speech. He is not so intent upon char- 
acterizing a few offenders as to bury his law- 
making purpose under a mountain of denuncia- 
tion and insinuation. It is probable that this 
brief paper will have wider influence with Con- 
gress than all of his fiery messages put to- 
gether. | 

Contemplating their success on this occasion, 
the substantial business men of St. Louis may 
with propriety look forward to additional tri- 
umphs in the same field. One trouble with 
Washington is that it is too near New York. Its 
perspective is distorted. With its eyes fixed on 
Manhattan Island, it forgets that there are mil- 


|lions of people and billions of property elsewhere 


not vitally concerned in the deeds or misdeeds 
uf a single city. 

If when St. Louis speaks for the whole coun- 
try the powers that be listen and approve, it 
should not hesitate hereafter on occasion to 
make its voice heard and its influence felt in the 
seme quarter.

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WHY NOT MOVE ON THE BEEF TRUST? 

The latest excuse of the Beef Trust for the out- 
rageously high price of meats is “‘the scarcity of 
corn.”” We grew about 2,500,000,000 bushels of 
corn in 1907, a crop exceeded only twice, and 
sc the famine cannot be a very serious one. 

If in the official warfare which has been going 
on against trusts for some years the Government 
had selected one such combination and attacked 
it all along the line, it Is probable that such a 
frightful example would have been made of it 
that others would not have needed a great deal of 
attention. 

After the failure of the Beef Trust prosecution 
through the clumsiness of the Government’s own 
representatives official energy seems to have scat- 
tered, and in attempting to do everything at 
once not much has been accomplished. 

-It is not too late even now to get after the 
packers who are under permanent injunction not 
te violate the law. If all the resources of Fed- 
eral power were brought to bear upon one such 
combination there would be results worth while. 

Prevailing prices for meats are conclusive evi- 
dence of monopoly, forestalling and restriction 
of trade. The business is cornered and every- 
bedy knows it. Good generalship at Washington 
would have dictated long ago a movemert in 
fcrce upon the works of a combination which 
is more vulnerable'than any other. 








PRINCE HELIE’S WHEREABOUTS. 

The ubiquity of Prince Helie de Sagan is be- 
coming more startling and simultaneous every 
minute. Only seven cities disputed Homer dead, 
but fully 268 are proudly claiming Helie alive, 
and the returns are not all in yet.
